From St. Jerome. All the wise things pedagogy 
have not been said our own day and generation. Our 
modern psychologists and educationists say many things 
impressively, and that well; but too often they say 
them though they were never said before, and’ that 
mildly amusing. 

The great St. Jerome not, even Catholics, the 
most likable the saints. was something 
rigorist and was means free from the preju- 
dices his day against some things that regard 
healthful and necessary. But that had some wise and 
enlightened ideas the subject education attested 
the advice gave the Roman matron Laeta 
the education Paula: 

Let her have alphabet little letters made box 
ivory, the names all which she must know, that she 
may play with them and that learning made diver- 
sion. When little older, let her form each letter 
wax with her finger, guided another’s hand; then let 
her invited prizes and presents, suited her age, 
join syllables together, and write the names the 
patriarchs down from Adam. Let her have companions 
learn with her, that she may purred emula- 
tion and hearing their praises. She not 
scolded brow-beaten, slower, but encouraged 
that she may rejoice surpass, not envying their prog- 
ress, but rejoicing it, and admiring whilst she re- 
proaches her own backwardness Great care 
taken that she conceive aversion for study lest the 
bitterness remain riper years. 

Certainly not despicable regiment, even though the 
learned doctor did not apparently approve our phonetic 
methods! 

James Whitcomb Riley. would difficult esti- 
mate how many eyes dimmed with honest tears and how 
many lips softened into reminiscent smiles and how many 
hearts throbbed with genuine regret when the news 
flashed across the country last July that Indiana mourned 
the death her unpretentious bard. Not the grand old 
masters, not the bards sublime, have been loved this 
kindly, simple Hoosier has been loved for almost half 
century. 

Neither great poet nor great philosopher was 
James Whitcomb Riley. had any number limita- 
tions and was times praised but patronizingly lec- 
turers and critics and professors literature and such 
gentry who, mainly because they can’t write themselves, 
devote their time and talents the adjudication af- 
fairs literary. But Riley loved today and will long 
remember because everything wrote possesses the 
human touch that makes something that everybody 
with human heart unspoiled and unfrozen can feel and 
understand. Over that malodorous “ole swimmin’ hole” 
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flings undying fabric romance; the very obvious 
fatalism the sentiment, “It’s got and it’s goin’ 
be,” somehow robs its pagan hopelessness and 
chill; and winsomely preaches the American peo- 
ple needed gospel simplicity and contentment 
Walton’s Prayer.” And his homeliest and 
therefore his best such utterances as: 


“Oh, the world’s curious compound, with its honey and 
its gall, 

With its care and bitter crosses, but good world, after 
all, 


An’ good God must have made it; leastways that’s 
what say, 


way.” 

“Jim” Riley knew the heart the boy well 
Eugene Fields knew it; and understood the ways 
goblins that will get you “if you don’t watch 
reveled, though never unkindly, the gawkishness 
adolescence, its ambitions and its fanciful dreams; and, 
long before evening had come into his own life, had 
sensed the beauty and the pathos old age. Now that 
his voice stilled, the poetry the people seems robbed 
and dwarfed, for even Indiana there seems little prom- 
ise that shall ever look upon his like again.

Writers and Speakers. James Whitcomb Riley was 
among the relatively few singers who give satisfactory 
account themselves when led out upon the lecture 
platform. Common sense ought tell that because 
man writes poetry does not follow that can read 
interpretatively, much less discuss other poets with 
discrimination; that the poet born-not-made, the 
public speaker born-and-made. But, despite common 
sense, reinforced bitter experience, insist tak- 
ing for granted that any man who has written book 
able hold audience. little more than year 
ago two eminent Englishmen, both recognized Catho- 
lic and literary, were urged friends from whom they 
should have prayed delivered, engage lec- 
turing this country. They were both very nice gen- 
tlemen; but they didn’t know how speak public. 
Young people frankly squirmed and shuffled; older peo- 
ple many instances frankly fell into snoreless slum- 
ber; and, the lecture over, hypocrites both old and young 
stormed the platform and assured the lecturer that they 
had enjoyed much. Really, not time interest 
the Society for the Suppression Bores public 
speakers who can’t speak and effusive prevaricators 
who encourage them? 

Would that had more the courage and discrimi- 
nation one Dryden’s contemporaries, the actor 
Southern. Colley Cibber, then young and promising 
ployright and pretentious but mediocre actor, had writ- 
ten “Love’s Last Shift” and submitted Southern 
for expression opinion. The old veteran delivered 
himself thus: “Young man, your play good one; 
and will succeed, you not spoil your act- 
ing.” Similarly, many writer our own day 
might said: “Old man, some your work deserves 
read public; but don’t dare the reading 
some one who knows how.” 

course, some literary men are good readers; 
recall once two men with little else common, Wil- 
liam Butler Yeats and Thomas Daly. But seems 
that most them resemble Oliver Goldsmith whose 
friends were kind him when they said that wrote 
like angel and talked like poor Poll. 

Bits Literature. have recently seen for the first 
time “Selections from Classic Authors” the Brothers 
the Christian Schools, the Salle Series 
reading books.

Books for Children. are already near enough 
the Christmas season with its riot indiscriminate gift 
making render timely consideraton 
books. And first all must face the fact that most 
the alleged “juveniles” bargin counters and pub- 
lic libraries are unmitigated trash. Last year sixth 
grade pupil came home with gaudy volume which his 
teacher had given him premium and proudly showed 
his father. The fond parent opened the volume 
random and this what read: 

sniffed luxuriously. bully stink!” said 
his companion, with boy’s carelessness adapt his 
language the nature his thought. 

for dip right off.” 

“To heck with swimming!’ was Ormonde’s irritable 
reply. “You want fool some darn thing every 
blessed day; we’ve not got round the traps for week.” 

“What haven’t?” Orofino rejoined. 
give rip for the blamed old skins. I’m this for the 
fun it. I’m for swim, and what’s more, I’m going 
have one. Don’t yellow. Come along.” 

“Hanged won’t!” was the gracious reply. 
with you jiffy.” 

The father was just little bit upset. Himself man 
some culture and refinement, was rather anxious 
that his boy should grow with aversion for vul- 
garity and slang, and found disconcerting that the 
school should vie with the street familiarizing the 
lad with rude and slipshod English. called the 
teacher and explained his point view; then dis- 
covered that the teacher had not read the gift book and 
was remarkably deficient knowledge concerning the 
books had given other members the class. 

Several years contact with so-called children’s books 
have forced upon the conviction that nearly all 
them are objectionable because they are vulgar because 
they are namby pamby because, like the cartoons 
Sunday newspapers, they teach lack reverence 
respect. have few writers for girls like Louisa 
Alcott and few writers for boys like Father Finn. 

But what are goin gto do? The best thing can 
realize, and bring our pupils realize, that the 
great books the world make the best reading the 
world. wish our pupils read stories, why should 
encourage them waste their time and their brains with 
what vapid silly vulgar? pupil who knows 
enough read “Peck’s Bad Boy” certainly knows enough 
read “Fabiola” and Bad 
will teach him play tricks his father; “Fabiola 
and “Kenilworth” will stir his noblest emotions, fill his 
imagination with beatuiful pictures, familiarize him with 
good English and rank for all time among most cher- 
ished possessions. 

The practice writing down children—like the 
practice talking down children—is serious error. 
Really good literature not beyond the grasp even 
very young children; does not mean them all 
will mean ten and twenty years hence, but they will get 
more from than they will get from the wishy washy 
fiction that the department stores offer for their exclu- 
sive consumption. When our teachers come 
this and devote little time helping their pupils over 
the initial difficulties, the problem reading for children 
will have solved itself. The best reading for children is— 
the best reading. 
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The religious interest life 
the supreme interest. The 
religious explanation life 
the nearest complete and 
satisfying explanation. The re- 
ligious motive life the high- 
est possible motive. The re- 
ligious theory living the 
theory most fully consonance 
with man’s noblest potential- 
ities.

Rightly understood 
practiced, religion element the art living 
essentially positive and dynamic. Its moral function 
supernaturalize the natural—that is, bring the latent 
powers man fruition worthy his nature, his 
gifts and his destiny. is, use the parlance the 
moment, prime factor efficiency.

all this true—and the audience whom these 
lines are addressed its truth cannot consistently called 
into question—it must necessarily true, not alone 
life general, but every departemnt life and every 
human activity. has its application the sphere 
domestic relations, the arts government and diplo- 
macy, the marts commerce, the artist’s strivings 
after self-expression, the daily routine the class- 
room. Let examine more detail some the ways 
which the religious spirit vitally enters into the art 
teaching that may rightly said constitute the 
basis true pedagogy. 

And, first all, what mean religion? Many 
men, sometimes even the well-meaning and devout, fall 
into error confusing the essence religion with its 
appurtenances and forms and manifestations. Thus, 
religion not attendance church, not the repetition 
certain prescribed extemporized formulas prayer, 
not the practice given virtue the avoidance 
given vice, not devotion certain forms social 
service even the conforming one’s life specified 
set principles. All these things .may be, and fre- 
quently are, the outward expression the relgious spirit; 
but, cynics every age have loved point out, they 
may nothing more than symptoms delusion, disease, 
fanaticism and hpocrisy. 

Religion, its essence, union with God. What are 
called the practices religion, such prayer, the fre- 
quentation the Sacraments, divine worship, the spirit- 
ual and corporal works mercy, derive their sanction 
from the fact that they are means either attaining 
higher and closer union with God indications the 
degree union with God already attained. All them 
are forms union with God. One form union 
knowledge, and hence have spiritual reading, medita- 
tion and religious instruction, which increase our knowl- 
edge God. Another form union love, which 
makes clear and necessary Our Lord’s summary the 
whole Christian life—the love God above all things 
and the love the neighbor for the sake God. Love, 
both the natural and the supernatural order, inevitably 
tends imitation; hence, the reasonableness imitaing 
Christ and the saints. Again, just union the natural 
order thrives conversation, union with God grows

apace means liturgical and private prayer. Finally, 
union manifests itself the desire, least part con- 
summated, sacrifice, self-immolation for the object 
beloved; and invariably find some form holo- 
caust—which act either consecration atone- 
ment—as integral part religious expression. Par- 
ticipation the august sacrifice the mass, self-dedi- 
cation means vows and the practice mortification 
are thus logical outpourings the religious spirit. Self- 
immolation manifestation union with God was 
admirably characterized St. Paul the desire (1) 
dissolved and (2) with Christ. 

Such being the true conception religion, evi- 
dent that religion has intimate and active connection 
with pedagogy. Pedagogy the process educating— 
that is, drawing out and developing—the child’s facul- 
ties and powers; and phase the long and com- 
plicated process can the demands and the services 
religion ignored. 

Modern psychology includes all mental operations 
threefold classification: Cognition, feeling and cona- 
tion. Cognition the acquisitive power, the operation 
whch the mind learns and realizes, becomes aware 
things their nature and relations. Feeling the af- 
fective power, the operation which the mind experi- 
ences emotions pleasures and pain. Conation the 
effective power, the operation which the mind desires, 
wills and expresses itself action. 

Pedagogy concerns itself with the unfolding and di- 
recting cognition, feeling and conation. teaches 
the child the art acquiring and classifying knowledge, 
seeks impart wholesome emotional tone, and 
aims developing and strengthening such habits will 
that the child may form desirable volitional impulses— 
both the active “yes” impulses and the inhibitory 
“no” impulses. Anl this far-reaching and eminently 
important task pedagogy works, not only under heavy 
handicap, but utter and hopeless futility, does 
not utilize every step and every possible way the 
aids proffered religion. For religion, dealing 
does with the whole life man and effecting some 
way every strand his nature, gives greatly and 
makes heavy demands cognition, feeling and conation. 

Religion gives unity, proportion and sequence the 
schedule studies. teaches the child that all that 
done, word and work, must done for the honor 
and glory God. inculcates purity intention. 
bids the child remember, all times and all places, 
the holy presence God. urges utter and sweet con- 
formity God’s adorable will. Insisting that the soul 
more important than the body, that nothing profits man 
suffer the loss his soul, gives the study 
Christian doctrine and Christian morals its rightful pri- 
ority among school subjects. the other hand, reli- 
gion does not permit the child fall into the error 
conteming any the secular branches, for makes him 
realize that God, speaking through parent and teacher, 
wishes him give due heed all, and that them 
that love God—that is, them who are imbued with the 
true religious spirit—all things, including mental arith- 
and the geography Europe, work together unto 
good. 

ever present factor the process cognition, 
the process acquiring and classifying knowledge, 
attention. The art study very extent the 
art paying attention.

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every half hour the school day one the pupils 
arises and momentarily interrupts the routine class 
work saying aloud, “Let remember that are 
the holy presence God.” Teacher and pupils make 
the sign the cross and engage brief prayer, and 
then the lesson resumed. 


Religion, furthermore, facilitates the learning process 
explaining many difficulties study and life. That 
“there’s something this world amiss” speedily becomes 
apparent the child. almost every step encoun- 
ters door which finds key. Some those 
doors perplexity and doubt may never swing open; 
but religion furnishes the closest approximation there 
skeleton key. reminds him the fact original 
sin, and presently realizes something what was 
Balmes’ mind when the brilliant Spaniard said that orig- 
inal sin, though mystery, explains the universe. The 
child puzzled the anomaly man who, knowing 
what right, persists doing what wrong; light 
breaks upon his young mind when religion explains 
him the nature temptation and the operations di- 
vine grace. The vast field history the child 
confused, trackless, tangled mass dates and dynasties 
and wars until religion shows him the workings divine 
providence alike admirable the fall sparrow and 
the discovery new world. 


knowledge genuine and permanent worth 
unless there has been motive its acquisition; and 
the higher and nobler the incentive the greater the joy 
the process learning and the richer the possession 
the truth. truism pedagogy that what 
learned through fear and coercion from every point 
view less value than what learned from higher mo- 
tives; hence the stress placed modern educators upon 
the utilitarian aspects the school program. The child 
today encouraged ask, the good studying 
this? What get out Yet even secular edu- 
cators must admit that the utilitarian motive doubt- 
ful efficacy when, too often the case, receives but 
narrow and material acceptation. The boy who assures 
you that studies arithmetic and bookkeeping ‘so 
can make money” and English grammar “so won’t 
talk like boob,” may learning something, but cer- 
tainly not being educated. That sort training, car- 
ried its logical conclusions, will not tend culture 
and good citizenship; would inevitably produce race 
forgerers, bomb-throwers and safe-crackers. But when 
religion comes into the classroom with its viewpoint 
eternity, raises the utilitarian motive the super- 
natural plane. dwells upon the necessity—even from 
the standpoint personal utility—of seeking first the 
kingdom God and His justice. shows the child that 
field knowledge little worth, for God infi- 
nite knowledge and the aim all His creatures grow 
more and more Godlike, that wishes strive 
reminds the child that since were created serve 
God, knowledge will help inconsiderable degree 
make capable servants. And, the winsome phras- 
ings that fell from Christ’s own lips, recounts him 
the parable talents and warns him against the sin 
burying his treasures the earth. shows him that 
God the Creator and that are His creatures made 
for His love and service, and that because our love 
for Him and His surpassing love for us, are em- 
ploy every moment and every gift for His honor and 
glory. 

“Let all loved for Jesus’ sake, and Jesus for His 
own safe.” Thus does Thomas a’Kempis lay down rule 
for the conduct the noblest emotion the human 
heart. Religion teaches that God the ideal lover and 
the ideal object love. And pedagogy must come 
and sit humbly the feet religion would learn 
how develop the feelings and make them grow aright. 
The feelings demand ideals; and religion, and religion 
alone, supplies ideal all points worthy our emo- 
tional yearnings. Religion teaches the child that naught 
feared absolutely but God, that naught 
loved absolutely but God, that naught hated 
absolutely but sin which breaks our union with God. 
furnishes the supreme, the all-embracing, the unattainable 
ideal: “Be ye, therefore, perfect your Heavenly Father 
perfect.” the child grows knowledge the 
world discovers that every human idol has feet 
clay, that the earthly men and ideas and instittuions 
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which once sought worship eventually topple from 
their pedestals. But religion guides his feet into tem- 
ple not made with hands where enthroned the glory 
the ages the eternal Ideal forever reigns. futile 
strive, some teachers do, keep the child the 
dark concerning the limitations those around him; 
sooner later—generally sooner—the child learns that 
his father curses, that his teachers makes mistakes, that 
the pastor gets angry, that the policeman drinks. But 
one thing will preserve the child’s heart the salutary 
feeling hero-worship—religion, which 
reminds him the existence One Who was able 
say, “Which you shall convince sin?” And bit 
bit the learns look for what Godlike 
everything, admire and cleave for God’s sake 
wherever finds it, and ignore all else.

The school day begins and ends with 
Prayer. breathes atmosphere redolent religion. 

Similarly his individual emotions are purified and en- 
nobled. Ambition directed into worthy channels; en- 
thusiasm fired the example Our Lord and the 
great Christian heroes and heroines called saints; holy 
fear excited the vision God’s judgments; com- 
Passion arounsed sight the suffering members 
Christ’s Church; and love given its rightful object and 
its true proportions that the child may learn say with 
St. Augustine, “Thou hast made for Thyself, God, 
and our hearts are restless ever till they rest Thee.” 

The power conation not less indebted religion 
for and guidance. For religion 
best Possible motive for the volition and for 
the formation right habits willing. constantly 
reminds the child that have not here lasting city, 
that the night cometh wherein man can work. Kindly, 


yet relentlessly, points out him the dangers that lie 
his way, urges upon him the necessity fighting 
against evil thoughts and sinful occasions, reminds him 
his opportunities and his responsibilities. stirs him 
action alike through the hope the highest possible 
rewards and the dread the direct possible punishments. 
When religion recognized the basis pedagogy 
there need fear the child’s growing into either 
bigot, mollycoddle cad. For the view life 
unfolds before him broad the universe and deep 
the sea, high the heavens and solid the 
everlasting hills. 

Religion supernaturalizes the relations teacher and 
pupil. The pupil sees the teachers, not merely man 
having authority, but representative God Himself; 
and that recognition makes for respect, affection and 
docility. And the teacher sees the pupil, not human 
being the squirming period evolution, not ani- 
mated sack filled with odds and ends learning, 
but creature God, make for His love and service, 
whom must daily fashion the likeness their com- 
mon Creator. 

Religion ennobles and elevates the teaching profession. 
Religion which makes teaching continuation 
Our Lord’s sacred ministry, which makes the teacher 
ambassador Christ. which gives the 
teacher his undisputed rank the army the Militant 
Church. Religion which makes the teacher the 
highest and truest sense artist whose medium ex- 
pression neither the impassive block marble nor 
the flexible words human speech nor music’s sinuous 
sway, but the hearts and minds and characters God’s 
own little ones. Upon them plays upon organ 
keyboard the melodies eternal life, upon their impres- 
sionable and untainted souls graves the image the 
eternal Beauty, from their young lips draws with 
more than earthly skill the words life and light which 
saints and seers throughout the ages have found their 
refuge and abiding joy. Take religion from his work and 
grows akin piling bricks and selling cheese. 

The dignity the Christian teacher great, his 
privileges rare, correspondingly weighty are his responsi- 
bilities.

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CATHOLIC EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Catholic educators and men prominent educational 
work from all parts the country, gathered Baltimore 
for the thirteenth annual convention the Catholic Edu- 
cational Association which opened there Tuesday morn- 
ing, June 26, and closed Thursday afternoon, June 29. 
Besides the Aspostolic Delegate and Cardinal Gibbons, 
who were present different sessions, many other Church 
dignitaries were attendance, thus lending their support 
movement which has heart the closest and most 
vital interests the Church. 

pleasant feature the convention was the presence 
Rt. Rev. Bishop O’Connell, Richmond, Va., the first 
President General the Association, whose efforts 
the early days were such strong factor the growth 
and stability the organization. 

Nearly all the delegates arrived Baltimore Mon- 
day. the afternoon there was meeting the Execu- 
tive Board the Rennert Hotel, which was headquarters 
for officers and committee meetings. the evening 
o’clock Calvert Hall there was reception the 
members all Departments and Section, followed 
registration. The Executive Committees the different 
Departments met later, also the Advisory Committee 
the Association, perfecting all plans for the convention, 
and maping out work the coming year. 

Tuesday morning the delegates and visitors at- 
tended Mass the Cathedral the Assumption. 
Rt. Rev. Owen Corrigan, D., G., Auxiliary 
Bishop Baltimore, welcomed the delegates few 
happy words. Immediately after Mass the convention was 
opened Calvert Hall assembly room, with address 
the President General, Rt. Rev. Bishop Shahan, rector 
the Catholic University. Bishop Shahan sketched the 
achievements the association during the thirteen years 
its existence. said: “We have reason thank 
God for what has been accomplished, but must 
ambitious grow and expand; for outside our own per- 
sonal sanctification there greater work claim our 
zealous attention than the advancement Catholic edu- 
cation.” 

The report the Secretary General, Rev. Francis 
Howard, LL. D., and the Treasurer General, Rev. 
Francis Moran, D., were then presented, and after 
the appointment committees and the transaction 
business, the first paper the convention was 
heard. was read Rev. Thomas Shields, Ph. D., 
professor Education the Catholic University, the 
the present condition education the United 

tates. 

“In regard education,” said Dr. Shields, “two funda- 
mental principles must maintained: first, our own in- 
dependence and integrity against secular education; 
secondly, close relationship with the educational sys- 
tem the country which are citizens. this 
agree that the aim education form intelligent and 
efficient citizens.” 


Maintaining that faith, hope and charity, the funda- 
mental virtues good citizenship, were supernaturalized 
Catholic schools, Dr. Shields pointed out three other 
essentials for citizenship: “First, placing the public good 
higher than personal gain; secondly, working for just 
legislation and being ready obey the laws; thirdly, self- 
control the sine quo non controlling others—for 
democracy each citizen has share the government.” 

Emphasizing the force example teaching morality, 
the speaker paid this deserved tribute our religious 
orders: “If you consider this connection that the bulk 
our teachers are religious; who have the vows 
poverty, obedience and chastity, you will realize how, ac- 
cording the principle imparting morality imita- 
tion, our schools are also eminently fitted produce 
secondary qualities good citizenship their 
pupils.” 

Tuesday afternoon was entirely given over depart- 
mental meetings. The college department met Calvert 
Hall, the Rev. Dr. Schumacher, C., Notre 
Dame University, the president the department, open- 
ing the conference 2:30 with discussion Standard 
College, whose requirement previously decided are: 
units for admission; 128 semester hours; seven depart- 
ments (among them English, languages, science, history, 
philosophy); each professor must have degree its 
equivalent; library least 7,000 volumes; laboratory 
representing value $5,000; number hours per week, 
16, not more than 20; each professor must not teach more 
than hours per week. 

present the colleges may divided into three 
classes: those that have fully attained this standard; those 
that are rapidly advancing towards it; those that are not 
line, nor have desire improve. 

After the president’s address and the transaction 
regular business, the delegates listened paper 
“Why Sociology Should Taught Our Catholic Col- 
leges,” the Rev. Maguire, V., professor 
sociology, St. Viator College, Bourbonnais, IIl.

Archbishop John Lancaster Spalding, 
noted prelate the Roman Catholic 
Church Illinois, died his residence 
in Peoria, Illinois, Friday afternoon, 
August 25. had been ill for num- 
ber years, having suffered para- 
lytic stroke in 1906. 

Realizing the seriousness his ail- 
ment, resigned the bishopric 
Peoria 1908, and the following 
year was given the dignity of titular 
Archbishop Scyphopolis. 

Bishop Spalding was born 1840, 
native of Kentucky, descendant of an 
old American Catholic family, whose 
immigrant ancestor came over with 
Lord Baltimore. His religious educa- 
tion began Mount St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, Cincinnati, but his 
degree of Doctor of Divinity at Lou- 
vain in 1863, spending two years there- 
after special cour ‘study the 
Belgian College in Rome, and return- 
ing to the United States in 1865. 

In Louisville, where he was assigned 
to the Cathedral, in addition to per- 
forming missionary duties, acted 
secretary Bishop Lavialle. his 
own request he was charged with 
founding parish for negroes. Before 
left Louisville 1872 had built 
and paid for parish house for col- 
ored people the Catholic faith. 
Shortly after the death his uncle, 
the Most Reverend Spalding, 
Archbishop Baltimore, removed

But, just the empty 
tracks made the snow some animal indicate 
the experienced hunter that rabbit squirrel 
other animal with which associates the tracks has

his experience, and that explanation can satis- 
factory the child unless made terms his 
experience. the ideas, thoughts, feelings and actions 
involved the reading done have not already 
been gained his contact with the world, and 
not already familiar with the spoken words with 
which these ideas, thoughts, feelings, and actions are 
expressed, then should the first care the teacher 
see that the pupil made familiar with the ideas, 
thoughts, feelings, and actions involved and with the 
audible words expressing the same. 


When this has been done remains only teach 
the child interpret the visible form the word into 
the spoken audible form, and thus associate the 
form thru the audible spoken form with the 
ideas. 


The seeing pupil must taught, were, see 
sounds, while the blind pupil must taught rec- 
ognize familiar sounds thru the sense touch. 


the Object-word Method the idea gained 
directly from the object, and the idea and the word, 
first audible form and then visible form, are 
associated together the child. The principle 
correct; but when get beyond the realm ob- 
jects, the method fails; and even within the realm 
objects frequently quite impossible bring the 
objects involved before the class, take the class 
the objects. 


the Picture-word Method the idea gained 
from the picture, while the Action-word Method the 
ideas, thoughts, feelings, etc., are gained from the 
action dramatization. The Picture-word Method 
capable much larger range applicatign than 
the Object-word Method. For many cases which 
would impossible bring the object and the class 
together, the appropriate picture may secured. But 
when get into the realm, action, even the Picture- 
word Method fails largely unless can take advan- 
tage the moving pictures, supplement our pictures 
with appropriate actions dramatizations. 

Each these methods has its advantage, especially 


teaching foreign pupils developing oral vo- 
cabulary. But teaching child read vocabulary 
already familiar his ears, and representing ideas, 
thoughts, feelings, and actions within the sphere his 
experience, the object, the picture, and the action may 
discarded. done have simply the 
Word Method. the Word Method, the Object- 
word Method, the Picture-word Method, and the 
Action-word Method, the teacher gives the child the 
word whole. 


certain limit children readily acquire words 
this way. However, quotation from Miss Bradford, 
advocate the Word Method, will very inter- 
esting. She says: “We continue teach words 
wholes for the first five weeks, but the number 
words increases there danger confusion.

Nor 
has yet any ability help himself with new 
words. entirely dependent upon others. over- 
come this now introduce phonic analysis.” 


the Thought Sentence Method the teacher either 
gives the child complete sentence (usually taken from 
some nursery rhyme with which supposed 
familiar), she leads the pupil express complete 
thought words his own. The child reads, rather 
repeats from memory, the sentence whole. 
next taught identify each word its position, and 
last all, taught analyze each word into its 
phonic elements. the Word Methods, the burden 
soon becomes too heavy for the memory, and phonic 
analysis must introduced.

DISGRACE—BARBER 


Among the subjects art gencrally studied the 
elementary grades school, this picture, painted 
the English artist, Barber, belongs the class 


those portraying experiences child life, which make 
many-sided appeal children.

ited especial genius painting children’s activities and 
experiences, and many his subjects include also the 
pet animal playmates and companions children. The 
subject our study, “In Disgrace,” has the 
strong artistic and ethical appeal which characterize his 
compositions. But aside from the artistic and ethical 
expressions the composition, the mere story element 
_of the picture catches immediate hold childish fancy 
and interest. Children are always deeply interested 
the experiences other children, and likewise the 
animal pets other children. Most children, even 
the lowest grades, will read and understand the story 
this picture tells more easily and with more vivid play 
the imagination than the story were told print. 
One the secrets successful picture study 
cultivate the child’s power read and enjoy what the 
artist has tried express picture and then 
appreciate the skill with which has done his work.

THE ARTIST 


Charles Burton Barber, the artist who painted the 
picture which have been studying, was born Great 
Yarmouth, England, The town, located the 
coast about 120 miles northeast London, important 
for its fisheries and manufacturing interests. Mr. Barber 
studied the academy schools London, and 1864, 
when only nineteen years age, obtained silver medal 
for drawing from the antique.

“Sweethearts,” Special Pleader” and “Wake 
Up.” Mr. Barber’s choice subjects characteristic 
the English art the present time, which makes 
strong appeal the home-loving instinct, the love 
children and domestic animals, well dealing with 
the trifles that make large part daily life. All 
these are recorded with profuseness that testifies 
the public’s unfailing demand for this kind art. 

During period twenty-five years Mr. Barber exe- 
cuted large number pictures for Queen Victoria. 
painted most her Majesty’s dogs, combining many with 
group her grandchildren. His last picture painted 
for the Queen the year his death represented her 
her pony carriage surrounded her 
Mr. Barber lived most his life London and died 
there 1894.

ONE POT FLOWER STAND AND STAND 
FOR THE FISH BOWL 


Tools Required: 
Saw. 
Chisel. 
Plane. 
Hammer. 
Screw driver. 
Square. 
Rule. 
Pencil knife. 
Sand paper. 


Materials: 
Poplar pine, surfaces two sides, purchased 
square, surfaced four 
pieces for posts, finished. 
pieces plus for base.

Instructions: How build— 


Take your stock and get out four posts 31” long. 
Take the square and sharp knife lead pencil and 
square cut line around one end each piece. Saw 
this stock off, being careful saw straight and 
the line. Hold the saw carefully and not press 
too hard, you will chip the under edges when the saw 
passes thru. you can plane these ends the base will 
fit much better against them. You will find the ends 
little hard plane they are kept square. 


Measure 30” from the squared ends and square line 
around the other end. These ends are worked 
off round shown the drawing, with the plane, chisel 
saw. 

You must measure your bowl plant pot, getting 
the dimension sure and get this dimension cor- 
rect. you are sure you have add and you 
have the exact length the rest. The two pieces mak- 
ing the rest are 1%” square, planed four sides, and 
the ends square. The rest and base are put together 
half lap joint shown the drawing halving 
out the thickness each piece, and fastening with 
nails screws. little glue will make the joint 
stronger. 


Measure the pot for depth Take your 
square and pencil and pencil line the inside each 


post, this distance down from the top ends. 

Get out the blocks and nail them the 
top, inside ends, the posts shown, with small 
nails. 

The two pieces making the base are square and 
plus long when finished. Get these out next and 
fasten together you did the rest. Round off the ends 
shown the drawing. 

You are now ready put the stand together. Nail 
the rest place first. Mark off with the pencil, the 
top side the base and from its center, the length 
the rest, marking both sides the center the 
base, thus locating the position the inside face 
each post. Turn the stand side down and nail the 
base the posts. 

Sandpaper your work, slightly rounding all the edges 
and corners. 

Paint two three coats with white, blue, brown 
green paint. 

building these stands must remembered that 
the pot bowl will have provided first, and the 
stand built accommodate it. the stands are built 
without considering the pot bowl one can readily 
see that they might not fit when the stand completed. 

The better the workmanship the more pleasing will 
the completed stand be. 

The rest and base could framed the posts, thus 
making the work stronger but requiring more time and 
very careful work. 

One inch stock could used instead the size stock 
called for the drawing. 


FALL WORK AGRICULTURE 


Few teachers need told that certain subjects 
appeal more children than other subjects.

DEVELOPMENT PART THE LESSON 

After the pupils have been given sufficient time 
obtain the above data the field, ask each one 
provide himself with several stalks grass that are 
growing near the corn field.

Select ear corn 
that has not matured. The silk such ear will 
green. Remove the husks gently and note that 
each kernel corn attached single silk. Explain 
that the silk part the flower and that the tassel 
the other part the flower; that pollen grain from 
the tassel must fall each silk before kernel corn 
developed. call this process “fertilization.” Find 
ears which one more kernels are lacking. Why are 
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many kernels corn lacking stalk corn grows alone 
garden? Pollen grains which come from adjoining 
plants produce better grade corn. Account for the 
fact that field corn, sweet corn and pop corn cannot 
successfully grown near each other. 
farmers who make specialty growing seed corn 
cut off the tassels from certain rows and save the 
corn from the detasseled rows for seed. corn having 
the strong characteristics two plants will result, and 
call this “pedigreed” corn. 


SCHOOL ROOM STUDY 


Pull the roots two three the best stalks 
corn and one two that are diseased. Take these 


the school room; also take the school room several 
samples soil from different places the field. The 
following day review the work the previous day, 
verifying statements referring the corn plants that 
have been taken the school room. Use the data which 
the children have obtained from the owner the field 
visited the data obtained home, developing the 
following facts regarding cultivation: 


That loam soil best adapted the growth 
corn. 


thoro deep plowing insures proper root de- 
velopment and guards against drouth. 


Frequent shallow cultivation will kill weeds and 
conserve moisture. 


The first cultivation the most important. 
Ridging corn not generally advisable. 


Let each pupil examine ear that affected with 
smut and note the large number small spores. Ex- 
plain that these fly thru the air and fall upon the 
silks tender parts the stalk and produce mass 
spores. The only remedy thru the field 
and gather these masses spores and burn them 
prevent their spread the following year. 


Ear rot caused the same way; that is, spores, 
and the remedy the same. Frequently find 
ear that has been damaged worm burrowing along 
the kernels. These worms are the result moth 
laying her eggs the corn plant about silking time, 
and later the caterpillars which develop burrow into the 
ear. There are from two five broods per year. 
Early sweet corn planted around the field will attract 
the moths and not much damage will done the 
later corn. 


The above facts should developed recalling the 
experiences the pupils and asking them consult 


farmers who have been successful raising corn. 


SELECTING SEED CORN 


Before making field trip select seed corn the 
teacher should point out the characteristics ear 
corn which suitable for seed purposes. 


Pupils should understand the value selecting good 
seed they wish the following crop successful; 
that poor seed quite likely produce plants that are 
even poorer than the parent, and that good seed has 
tendency produce better plants. Recall the fact that 
raise calves from cows that give the most and best 
milk the hopes that they will develop into even better 
milkers than the parents. The offspring race horses 
are more likely race track animals than the off- 
spring carriage horses. selecting seed corn, the 
same principle true. wish produce corn that 
has longer ears, more ears the plant, earlier, later, 
larger stalk, ears closer farther from the ground, 
select seed from plants which have these particular 
characteristics.

But rural life not made these things, and 
the teacher who not able work contentedly without 
them should stay out the rural schools. Or, better 
still, should seek until finds the compensations 
rural life that render the city longer necessary 
his contentment and happiness.

RURAL SCHOOLS 


DIVISION PLAN CONDUCTING INDUSTRIAL 
WORK RURAL SCHOOLS 

The teacher the one-room school has difficult 
problem solve when she tries arrange her pro- 
gram that she can give place the so-called 
industrial subjects. The time for the academic subjects 
ought not cut down unless can use the time 
not only advantage for the industrial subjects, but 
benefit the academic subjects. 

The group plan solves the time problem the rural 
schools. one-room school would divided into two 
three groups depending upon the number years 
grades work. The pupils the first, second and 
third years school form the first group; the pupils 
the fourth and fifth years form the second group, 
and the pupils the sixth and seventh years form the 
third group. there are eighth year pupils, have the 
second group consist the pupils the fourth, fifth 
and sixth years, and the third group will made 
the pupils the seventh and eighth years school. 
using this group plan and alternating the work 
group years, more work can accomplished 
given time, there will not such variety kinds 
work each grade (or year) pupils did different 
work, This group plan has been carried out success- 
fully teaching the different lines industrial work 
and the academic subjects well. hour 
hour and half devoted the industrial work reg- 
ularly twice week, not only more work can accom- 
plished, better quality work obtained than 
having but once week. 

The advantages general period are manifold. 
affords time for the general discussion the industrial 
subjects and presentation new material. The 
pupils are more responsive and ask questions more freely 
when they can discuss problems interest them. 
They will soon realize that the quality their work 
better the problems are solved correctly than they 
blunder thru the work some way. mistakes are made 
they can made benefit all discussing how the 
desired results can attained. 


PRINCIPLES HOME SCIENCE THAT CAN 
SUCCESSFULLY TAUGHT 
Food Principles 


Every child school age should taught that 
eats order live. order realize the truth 
this statement necessary know something the 
cemposition the body. The body composed 
about twenty elements forming several compounds. The 
most important compounds are protein, carbohydrates, 
fats, and mineral matter and water. The food which 
eat must supply these compounds, otherwise the 
body develop nor can keep itself repair 
material the form food. The first four these 
compounds with which the food must supply the body 


are known the food principles nutrients. The 
definition food given Atwater is: “Food 
that which taken into the body builds tissue yields 
heat and energy.” 

Protein builds muscular tissue. The chief source 
protein nitrogen supplying foods animal 
origin, lean meat, eggs, milk, cheese and fish. The 
legumes, peas, beans, lentils and peanuts, and the cereals 
and nuts furnish high per cent protein and are 
cheaper than those mentioned above. 

Carbohydrates, sugar and starch, are fuel foods. 
They keep the body heat and yield energy for work. 
The carbohydrates are composed carbon, hydrogen 
and oxygen varying proportions. 

Fats are fuel food more concentrated form. They 
are composed the same elements carbohydrates. 
Fats are both vegetable and animal origin, the 
fat part pork, beef and mutton, cream, butter, olive 
oil, oil corn, oil wheat. 

Mineral matter found all foods, but fruits and 
vegetables are its chief source. The body uses mineral 
matter building bony tissue, bone, teeth, hair and 
nails, 

Each the three meals day should supply the food 
principles. 

Water makes large per cent weight our 
bodies and all the foods which eat contain more 
less water supply that extent. adult 
needs drink four pints water day. The water 
dilutes the blood and carries the nourishment every 
tissue the body, also carries away the waste 
matter which expelled from the body. 

Reasons for Cooking Food 

render more palatable. prefer cooked 
meat raw meat, because its improved appearance 
and odor. 

make more easily digested. 
tissues are softened cooking. 

kill germs parasites, thus making harmless 
food. Cooking pork thoroly kills the trichina it. 

improve the flavor. The flavor green apples 
brought out cooking them. 

give variety. The same food can prepared 
differently that presents different appearance 
and that its flavor differs. 

Methods Cooking 

Heat required with which cook food. Heated 
metal, hot water, heated air and hot fat combinations 
these are used apply the heat the food 

Cooking means hot water: 

Boiling cooking food enough boiling water 
cover. 

Steaming cooking over steam from boiling water 

Stewing cooking small quantity water and 
the steam from it. Keep kettle closely covered. 


Cereals and 


Cooking means hot metal: 
Pan broiling—cooking meat fish hot pan, 
turning often. 
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Cooking means heated air: 

Roasting meat hot oven. 

Baking bread hot oven. 

Cooking means hot fat: 

Frying cooking food deep fat. 

Sautering cooking food small quantity fat 
and turning often. 

Cooking means hot fat and hot water: 

Fricasseed chicken prepared cooking the chicken 
small quantity fat until well browned, then adding 
small quantities water required until nearly 
Finish cooking letting brown again. 

Cooking means heated air and hot water: 

Braising cooking food the oven, 
quantity fat until well browned, then adding small 
amount water and finish cooking stewing. 

Measuring Ingredients 

Accuracy measuring out the ingredients called for 
very essential successful cooking. Level measures 
are best, because one can measure them more accurately. 
Sugar and flour are sifted before they are measured. 
not shake make level, then packed, and 
you will have more than the recipe calls for. Fat 
packed. 

Combining Ingredients 

ferent results are obtained from different methods 
combining ingredients. 

Stirring circular motion, used mix two 
more ingredients keep contents kettle over 
fire from burning. 

Beating used enclose air batter, cream, 
white egg, etc. spoon, wire whip Dover egg 

Folding used when combining beaten ingredient 
with other ingredients. With spoon some the 
mixture from the bottom the bowl brought 
and over the beaten mixture until the two are quite 
well mixed. Care must taken that the enclosed air 
not allowed escape. Illustration: Folding beaten 
egg white into cake mixture. 

Cutting used mixing the fat into the flour with 
knives fork when desirable have fat cold, 
making pie crust and baking powder biscuit. 


LABORATORY WORK 
The laboratory work that can done the one 
room school limited account the equipment, 
but some things can done. few simple experi- 
ments illustrating general principles can given. 


Experiments 

Mix water with starch. teaspoonful cornstarch, 
cupful cold water. Note results. 

Mix the same amount water and starch and 
boil the mixture, stirring constantly. Note the change 
from milky cloudy liquid smooth paste. What 
did the heat do? Each little starch granule enclosed 
cell woody fibre, cellulose. The heat and 
large amount moisture softened the woody fibre and 
swelled the starch granule that the cell walls 
woody fibre burst, allowing the starch granules 
expand. 

Compare raw rice and some that has been cooked 
large quantity water for hour. Compare raw 


macaroni and some cooked large quantity water 


for two hours. 

Conclusion: That starch changed when moist heat 
applied. That starch, when granules are packed 
closely together, rice and macaroni, oatmeal, etc., 
needs .cooked for long time large quantity 
water. 

Effect moisture sugar. little sugar 
into glass cold water and the same amount sugar 
into glass quite warm water. Stir both. Note 
changes. What becomes the sugar? which glass 
does the sugar first disappear? Where it? How 
you know? 

Conclusion: Sugar melts dissolves more rapidly 
the warm water than the cold water. 
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Application: When washing dishes which have con- 
tained sugar mixtures use warm water. Why? Soak 
dishes having contained starch mixtures with cold water 
soften the starch, thus making easy remove. 

Drop little white egg into glass cold water. 
Watch carefully. Drop little egg white into glass 
hot water. Watch results. 

Conclusion: The white egg dissolves cold 
Heat coagulates the white egg albumin. 

Application: Rinse dishes which have contained albu- 
min—milk eggs—with cold water first, then wash 
warm water. 

HOT LUNCHES 

Aside from furnishing part the noonday meal, 
the hot lunches provide means for teaching con- 
siderable about foods and cookery. The preparation 
dish school gives the children opportunity 
apply many the principles previously discussed. 
Besides this the children will get practice laying the 
table, serving, clearing the table, preparing for and 
washing dishes, etc. Care must taken that they are 
taught things correctly. 

The children should encouraged put into prac- 
tice these suggestions home and report their 
successes and failures. 

OTHER PHASES HOME ECONOMICS 

Sanitary conditions and about the home are very 
important. The principles sanitation can discussed 
during the general period for language work. These 
principles ought applied caring for the school 
house and surroundings. 

Interest the children house plans. The arrange- 
ment the rooms the different floors may increase 
the work reduce the minimum. 
Careful planning and foresight are necessary. slight 
rearrangement the furniture, doors sink often more 
than pays for the expenses the decrease 
energy expended doing the house work. 

There are great many inexpensive labor saving 
devices and conveniences that the average house can 
afford they are brought the attention the house- 
wife. 


SEWING COURSE, AND HOW CONDUCTED 
RURAL SCHOOLS 

Use the group plan for classes sewing. Plan the 
work for each group years; for the second group 
plan two three years’ work (depending upon the 
number grades the group) which are parallel. 
That is, the work the one year not dependable 
upon the work given the preceding year. year’s 
work ought make the child more efficient sewing. 

There should definite aim. Each child should 
required the best quality work, considering the 
child’s age. The work should planned that each 
new lesson will present new problems. Thus the child’s 
interest retained and the work has educational value. 

Simple garments can made any girl the fourth 
year school and above for herself, pieces house- 
hold linen. always advisable give the new 
details practice pieces first and then apply the 
garment. The work the finished garment will 
more satisfactory. 


CONTESTS—EXHIBITS 

Most school children delight making exhibits and 
entering contests. know better stimulus among 
school children. The parents’ attentions will con- 
tinually directed toward the school which turn 
incentive for the children their best.

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THE CHICAGO SCHOOL BOARD CONTINUES 
FIGHT THE TEACHERS’ FEDERATION 

its annual meeting June the Chicago board 
education employed approximately 8,000 teachers for the 
next school year, beginning September, 1916. Sixty- 
eight teachers, principals and assistant superintendents, 
who had been previously employed, most them for 
many years, were not re-elected, other words, were 
not re-employed. The state law does not give 
boards education the power employ teachers for 
more than one year time. The law does not give 
teachers any permanency their tenure positions. 
Wherever boards education accord teachers 
tenure office during good behavior efficiency, 
done grace, not law. Teachers places where 
tenure office recognized, just the same, can em- 
ployed for not more than one year term. 

Teachers Chicago have considered that when they 
were elected position the system they were 
elected permanently during efficient service and good 
behavior. The clause rule the board under which 
permanency position was maintained reads follows: 
“At such annual election all teachers who have not been 
notified unsatisfactory work during the preceding year 
shall re-elected for the ensuing year.”

Among the thirty-seven federation members not 
re-employed were included the president the Federa- 
tion, the recording secretary, the corresponding secre- 
tary, the financial secretary and one more members 
the board managers. 

might expected, the action the board aroused 
great indignation among the teachers and their friends. 
Regarding those the list who were not re-employed 
account insufficiency old age, the teachers 
complaint, but none the thirty-seven federa- 
who failed re-election were marked inefficient. 
The records show they were all good excellent 
teachers the classroom. Some them were marked 
superior. 

mass meeting citizens was held after the annual 
meeting the board formulate protest against what 
some the teachers and their friends called the “anti- 
merit” rule. This meeting was largely attended and 
many prominent speakers protested against the conduct 
the board.

The teachers carried the fight into the city council 
where motion for inquiry into the school board’s 
actions won overwhelming majority. board 
inquiry was appointed the council and some sessions 
were held which number teachers, including fed- 
erationists and federation officials were questioned for 
information bearing upon the whole situation. The in- 
quiry expected continue this fall and into the 
qualifications each efficient teacher not re-employed, 
their political affiliations, and into the motives behind 
the votes which abrogated the board’s rules for dis- 
missing public school teachers. expected probe 
for information why federation members who had 
excellent records teachers were not re-employed. The 
committee subpoenaed members the board educa- 
tion appear give testimony, but the members de- 
clined appear. 

The Federation Labor adopted resolutions putting 
record “as determined use all its power secure 
the reinstatement members the Teachers’ Federa- 
tion, who are efficient resolutions char- 
acterized the action the board high-handed pro- 
ceeding,” tyrannical act against the constitutional 
liberty citizenship,” “of striking blow organized 
labor,” and “an insult the citizens Chicago.” 

member the board explaining its failure 
re-employ efficient teachers stated interview that

THE CONVENTION NEW YORK. 

The 54th annual meeting “The National Educational 
Association,” held New York, July 3-8, was largely 
attended, the registration reaching 30,000. this num- 
ber New York City alone secured 13,000 advance regis- 
tration from among its teaching corps 25,000. 

Ample hotel accommodations were provided for this 
vast assemblage educators which was also easily seated 
during the general sessions the Madison Square Garden. 
Here, however, poor acoustic properties rendered dif- 
ficult for speakers heard beyond the front twenty- 
five rows. The departmental meetings fared better 
this respect, being comfortably housed nearby halls. 

Seven addresses welcome, each nearly half hour 
long, preceded President Johnson’s formal paper “The 
Rural School and The Rural Woman.” Dr. Claxton, 
who followed President Johnson, presented paper 
National Program Education.” Ex-President Taft 
closed the meeting his usual happy way with strong 
plea for peace and arbitration international questions. 

Monday evennig the session opened with ad- 
dress “Organized Recreation the Basis Com- 
munity Interests,” Mr. Warren Foster. Mrs. Cora 
Wilson Stewart, Kentucky, followed with plan for 
extending national way the fight against illiteracy 
which she has successfully waged Kentucky. 

Tuesday, the session was largely the nature 
Fourth July celebration, and ovation was given 
Mr. William Jennings Bryan, who spoke “School Mili- 
trism,” saying, part: 

“Two years ago one suggested that put military 
training into our public schools, and let hope that two 
years hence this awful fever war will have run its 
course and that one will ever again suggest after 
that. political parties looking for votes couldn’t 
scafed into putting militristic planks into their platforms 
this year, why should the teachers who are not looking 
for votes scared?” 

thought wise give more attention the 
physical development our youth the means can found 
closer imitation the Greeks, who, their national 
games, provided contests which contributed physical 
development. This association might with propriety con- 
sider the wisdom encouraging such system. State 


and national prizes would stimulate honorable rivalry 
which would immensely valuable our boys and girls, 
measured progress toward physical perfection.” 

The session Wednesday afternoon included six ad- 
dresses each more than usual value and interest. Dr. 
Joyner spoke preparedness through general edu- 
cation for democracy. 

President Carroll Pearse, the Milwaukee Normal 
School, argued against any change the elementary 
school organization and curriculum which shall reduce the 
influence the school instrument democracy. 

Dr. Stanley Hall analyzed philosophically the results 
the present war changing the European countries 
physically. mentally and morally, bringing new 
darity both the trenches and home and giving 
new perspective life and fundamental life principles. 

Hall pointed the fact that the war revising 
wonderful manner, the instincts self-sacrifice and sub- 
ordination the general cause. pointed out that 
men are going back the religion their youth and their 
parents, that ties brotherhood, creeds and races 
are coming closer together, and that the soul man can 
never find true rest save God.” 

“Here, then, realize the way true preparedness, 
which not pageants and processions, but these rivers 
blood bring any compensating good, will the 
way social harmony between ranks and classes, the 
abolition barriers and prejudice, closer co-operation be- 
tween the rich and poor, capital and labor, learning and 
ignorance.” 

The session closed with address “The Socialized 
Recitation,” Supt. Fred Hunter, Lincoln, Neb. 

Vocational education was the main topic for the ses- 
sion Wednesday evening. Mr. Hollis Frissell em- 
phasized the need industrial education for the negro. 
Commissioner Finley spoke the need strengthening 
the educational facilities provided for adult aliens and 
Supt. John Shoop, Chicago, spoke some funda- 
mental problems system vocational education. 
Homer Seerley, the Iowa State Teachers’ College. 
advocated national aid for vocational education. Secre- 
tary Redfield, the United States Department Com- 
merce, who closed the session, urged that the schools 
should include their curriculum well defined scheme

Prof. Dewey, Columbia University, described ex- 
tensively the philosophy underlying national system 
education. urged that the problem hyphenism 
should welcomed and should made the most 
readjusting the national character the American peo- 
ple. The session was closed eloquent plea for 
national university Congressman Fess, Ohio.

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CATHOLIC WEEK NEW YORK. 
August 18-24. 

During “Catholic week,” August 24, there gath- 
ered New York the greatest assemblage clergy and 
laity brought together America since the International 
Eucharistic Congress Montreal 1910. The American 
Federation Catholic Societies, the German 
Central Verein, the Catholic Young Men’s National Union, 
the Gonzaga Union, the New York State League the 
Central Verein, the New York State Federation Cath- 
olic Societies, and the Catholic Press Association 
America convened. 

Catholic week was formally ushered with Pon- 
tifical High Mass St. Patrick’s Cathedral. Three Cardi- 
nals and the Apostolic Delegate occupied thrones the 
chancel the great Gothic edifice, while grouped about 
them were four Archibshops, thirty-five Bishops, two 
score Monsignori, and members religious orders, the 
latter their respective robes. Hundreds visiting 
priests, surplices and cassocks, were assigned seats 
chairs placed the main aisle. 

The cathedral was elaborately decorated. Standards 
American and Papal flags were upon the walls, with 
streamers yellow and white, the Papal colors, sus- 
pended from each arch. each the truncated col- 
umns nave and transept was affixed the coat arms 
Cardinal Farley, surrounded three American and 
three Papal flags. High above all the decorations hung 
the red hat Cardinal McCloskey, suspended from the 
arched ceiling over the chancel. 

Lavelle read cablegram from the Pope. Bishop 
Thomas Hickey Rochester delivered the sermon, while 
Cardinal Farley imparted the Papal benediction the 
closing Mass. 

Sunday evening 20,000 people attended the mass meet- 
ing Madison Square Garden. Three Cardinals—Cardi- 
nals Farley, Gibbons and O’Connell—and the apostolic 
delegate, Archbishop Bonzano, spoke, following the usual 
preliminary words welcome. O’Connell’s 
topic was “Our Country.” said part: 

“Not once, but hundred times, have even the modern 
Christian nations learned the awful cost that lack 
eternal vigilance which alone can safeguard liberty. 

“And even today poor blood-drenched Europe, though 
she strive hide even from her own eyes the true cause 
this suicidal war last thoroughly convinced that 
the Voltaires and the Vivians, the Haeckels and the 
Nietzsches, the Tolstoys and the Huxleys, the Kants, and 
all the rest that monstrous brood, who for many 
years have impoisoned the thought and embittered the 
heart the student youth are now reaping their terrible 
but abundant harvest. 

“Our country—the land which above all others 
love most—God keep you free from such enemies, the 
worst all that confront you, whose hate would rob 
your most faithful sons that for which they love you— 
liberty, true liberty, blessed, holy liberty—the freedom 
worship God. Beyond our lives love our faith, and 
with these sacred lives stand ready defend the land 
which gives liberty. 

Cardinal Gibbons Calls for Loyalty. 

Cardinal Gibbons; who was the next speaker, said: 

“You live Republic where there liberty without 
license, and authority without despotism, and where the 
civil rulers hold over you the aegis its protection with- 
out interfering with the God-given rights conscience. 

have abiding faith the endurance the Re- 
public. might base hope the intelligence and 
patriotism the American people. might base con- 
fidence the wisdom our statesmen and the heroism 
our soldiers. might place reliance our stand- 
ing armies and dreadnoughts. And surely these are all 
elements strength reckoned with. 

“But, friends, the Republic endure must 
rest stronger foundation than the intelligence and 
patriotism our citizens, the wisdom our statesmen, 
the heroism our soldiers, our armies, and dreadnoughts. 
must rest the eternal principles truth and justice 
and and downright honesty our relations 
with foreign nations. must rely our firm belief 
overruling Providence who created all things His 
power, governs all things His wisdom, and who con- 
trols the affairs nations well man.” 

Cardinal Farley dwelt upon the meaning solidarity 
expressed the purposes the federation, scored the 
modern belief that morality could maintained 
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high plane without belief the positive truths the 
Christian religion, and dwelt upon the importance inhi- 
bition essential part character, asserting that the 
child should taught profit the accumulated wis- 
dom the past. 

rebuked that part the theatre which had shown 
inclination pander indecency and low tastes, and 
urged the federation promote the Catholic movement 
for the improvement the stage. 

“The press, too, could stand considerable cleaning.”
